SHOULD A CHILD HAVE 
MEASLES? 

In a press copy of a radio health 
'talk from the New York state health 
j}deparcment, the department’s expert 
j corns as follows: “If you have an 
older child, who you think may have 
' been exposed to measles or one with 
any signs of a cold, send him to the 
home of a friend or relative who has 
no young children for a few days 
watil it can be determined whether he 
has the measles.” The purpose of 
this maneuver is, of course, to protect 
your younger child or children from 
exposure to the disease, measles being 
most fatal among children less than 
three vears of age. Who prepares 
‘these radio health talks for the New 
'York health department we do not 
know but we'd like to wager it Isn't 
anvbody connected with the state edu- 
cation department. 

In 1918 nearly 49,000 cases of 
'measles oceurred in the United States 
(army, with SSS fatalities. In 
all these cases the young men were 
from country districts, and it is fair 
t® presume that most of these coun- 
try boys had never been exposed to 
measles in childhood, had never had 
the measles aad therefore were with- 
out the natural immunity conferred 
hv one attack. But is it fair to pre- 
‘sume that it would have been better 
had these boys been deliberately ex- 
posed to measles when they. were young 
children so that they might “have it 
over with while they were young?” 
Not at all. Remember. most of the 
deaths resulting from measles in the 
civil population are among children 
under three years of age. Is it fair 
ito subjeet a child to even a small 
irisk of death for the sake of render- 
‘ing him immune against measles?

hood.

LL wonder if the gentle- 
nen who issued this extraordinary ad- 
viee had not run out of cigarettes? 

If a child is vulnerable to measles, 
and so vulaerable that the disease 
causes death in a small proportion of 
the cases in children under three years 
of age, have we any ground to as- 
sume that the child acquires. suffi- 
cient immunity after the age of five 
vears to protect him from possible fa- 
tul consequences should he contract 
the disease then? ‘The SSS fatalities 
among the 38,900 soldiers in 1918 
would seem to be sufficient evidence 
to satisfy even the New York state 
department of health that measles is 
an unwarranted risk to wish upon 
any child or youth in any. circum-
